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Marine  Biology 
offers  hands-on  experiences

Thirty-four  students  took 
an  exciting  new  course  in  Marine 
Biology  during  the  1997  Interterm. 
The  course  was  taught  by  Dr.  Jim 
Barrier,  professor  of  biology  and 
department  chairperson  of  life  science. 

Barrier  believes  that  visualization 
and  hands-on  experiences  are  two  of 
the  best  ways  for  a  student  to  learn.  He 
practices  this  belief  in  all  of  his  classes 
including  Marine  Biology. 

Most  who  took  the  class  were  not 
biology  majors.  "Anyone  can  memo- 


rize facts  from  a  book,  but  hands-on 
experiences  can  teach  you  more,"  Fred 
Adkins,  a  biology  major,  said. 

'The  most  awesome  experience  I 
had  during  the  course  was  holding  a 
live  sea  squirt,"  Sandy  Dangerfield 
said.  "I  definitely  believe  I  learned 
more  from  the  hands-on  experiences." 

"Experiencing  the  wind,  the  sun 
and  the  waves  takes  the  classroom  to  a 
whole  new  level.  Seeing  what  you  are 
studying  in  its  natural  environment 
allows  you  to  understand  what  a 


textbook  can  never  tell,"  Harry  Seel 
said.  . 

The  class  attended  three  one-day 
field  trips  for  Marine  Biology  during 
January.  They  visited  Folly  Beach 
County  Park,  James  M.  Waddell 
Mariculture  Center  near  Hilton  Head 
and  the  South  Carolina  Natural 
Resources  Department  at  Fort 
Johnson.  The  highlight  of  the  class 
was  a  two-day  trip  to  Hobcaw  Barony 
in  Georgetown,  S.C.  The  institute  has 
been  compiling  marine  research  for 
more  than  30  years.  The  class  visited 
the  Forest  Science  Institute  and  the 
Marine  Institute. 

Students  spent  the  night  in  the 
dorms  on  the  grounds.  Events 
included:  a  visit  to  Friendship  Village, 
an  original  colonial  settlement,  and  a 
tour  of  the  Bernard  Baruch  Colonial 
Mansion;  a  tour  of  the  Modern  Marine 
Institute  Laboratory;  a  boat  ride  in  the 
tidal  creeks  of  North  Inlet;  and  a 
hands-on  screening,  sorting  and 
identification  of  marine  organisms  in 
the  field. 

"I  would  like  to  see  a  greater 
student  utilization  of  the  natural 
resources  in  South  Carolina,"  Barrier 
said.  "In  addition  to  hands-on 
experiences  that  make  learning  easier 
and  more  enjoyable,  students  have  a 
better  opportunity  of  finding  employ- 
ment when  they  know  the  places, 
programs  and  people  in  charge."

Atkinson,  a  church  music  major  and  a  minister  of  music  at  Crowfield  Baptist 
Church  in  Goose  Creek,  is  a  native  of  Greer,  S.C,  and  lives  with  his  wife  Crissy 
in  Charleston.  The  J.  Carlisle  McAlhany  Ministerial  Endowed  Scholarship  was 
established  in  1991  to  aid  Trident  area  students  in  pursuing  a  degree  in  religion.

*An  IBM  RS  6000  computer 
has  been  installed  in  the 
administrative  services  office  to 
replace  the  university's  IBM 
System  36  Administrative 
Computer.  This  new  equipment 
has  increased  efficiency  10-50 
times  for  many  computing 
processes. 

For  example,  a  program 
which  previously  required  12 
hours  to  run  on  the  old  system 
can  now  be  accomplished  in  20 
minutes.  The  university's 
telecommunications  system  has 
been  reviewed,  and  the  system  is 
currently  being  upgraded. 

*  Many  faculty,  staff  and 
students  now  enjoy  access  to  the 
Internet  through  the  campus 
network.  CSU  received  a  dollar 
for  dollar  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to 
gain  Internet  access  for  the 
campus.  Currently  there  are 
approximately  25  Internet  ports 
installed  throughout  the  campus 
specifically  for  students.

After  completing  the  application 
process,  interviewing  with  a 
committee,  and  being  observed  and 
graded  Lisa  Harrell  "91  and  Crystal 
Peine  '96  are  reaping  the  rewards  and 
have  been  recognized  for  their 
outstanding  teaching  abilities  in  the 
Dorchester  School  District  2  in  South 
Carolina.  Both  have  a  great  love  for 
and  dedication  to  their  work. 

Harrell  has  been  named  Teacher 
of  the  Year  at  Newington  Elementary 
in  Summerville  where  she  and 
colleague  Debra  Polk  are  the  founders 
and  instructors  of  the  science  lab  for 
the  school. 

She  was  inspired  to  teach  by  other 
teachers.  "I  had  fabulous  teachers  that 
were  my  role  models,  and  I  want  to  be 
a  role  model  for  my  students,"  she 
said. 

"The  one  word  that  describes  me 
as  a  person,  educator  and  citizen  is 
dedicated.  I  love  what  I  do,  and  when

Fourteen  years  ago  Dr.  Franklin  G. 
Mason  began  running  after  his 
doctor  suggested  he  could  boost  his 
energy  by  getting  some  aerobic 
exercise.  Today  the  Mullins  dentist  is 
a  marathon  runner  who  combines 
physical  fitness  with  a  spirit  of  giving 
to  others. 

Mason,  72,  has  raised  more  than 
$52,000  for  Lions  Club  International 
causes  since  1988.  He  has  served  as  a 
dental  missionary  to  Kenya  three  times 
pulling  as  many  as  670  teeth  in  eight 
days.  And  just  before  Christmas,  he 
and  his  wife  Lucy  established  the 
Mason  Family  Endowed  Scholarship 
at  CSU  in  memory  of  their  daughter 
Frances  "Fran"  Mason  Hayes  and  son- 
in-law  Henry  L.  "Butch"  Ham. 

Mason  and  his  family  were  guests 
of  honor  at  a  luncheon  Jan.  28  at 
Charleston  Southern.

Making  a  difference  in  the  lives 
of  others  comes  as  naturally  to  Mason 
as  putting  one  foot  in  front  of  the 
other. 

He  believes  in  CSU  because  "I 
could  see  the  wonderful  work  beins 


staff  has  been  wonderful.  You  won't 
meet  people  like  this  anywhere  else  in 
the  world." 

Mason  is  also  committed  to  the 
Lions  Club  because,  like  CSU,  "I 
know  where  the  money's  going  and 
I'm  interested  in  helping."  he  said.  "I 
got  the  idea  that  I  could  raise  money 
for  the  Lions  Club  by  asking  people  to 
pledge  so  much  per  mile  I  ran  on 
marathons,"  he  said.  "At  first  my 
friends  didn't  think  I  could  make  it 
through  a  marathon.  I've  been 
fortunate  to  have  so  many  supportive 
friends.

Most  of  his  donors  are  Lions 
Club  members  and  church  friends,  and 


Mason  has  collected  from  Lions 
members  all  over  the  globe.  "I  served 
on  the  international  board  for  two 
years  and  traveled  all  over."  he  said. 
"I've  gotten  money  from  Sweden, 
Brazil,  Ireland  and  lots  of  other 
places.  I  see  them  at  meetings,  and 
they  go  back  home  and  send  me  the 
money  after  the  marathon  is  finished." 

In  1 3  years.  Mason  has  com- 
pleted 68  marathons  including  the 
Boston  Marathon  (10  times),  the  New 
York  Marathon  (seven  times),  the 
Marine  Corps  Marathon  and  the 
Grandfather  Mountain  Marathon, 
which  is  no  small  feat.  A  marathon  is 
26.2  miles.  He  recently  placed  first  in 
the  age  70  and  over  category  in  the 
Charlotte  Marathon. 

Mason  runs  daily  averaging  50 
miles  per  week  to  keep  in  top  form 
and  estimates  he  has  logged  more  than 
27,000  miles  from  training  and 
marathon  running. 

"I  don't  play  golf.  I  don't  drink 
whiskey,  and  I  don't  smoke  cigarettes. 
I  just  run,"  he  said.  But  Mason  doesn't 
"just"  do  anything.  He  jumps  in  with 
both  feet  and  his  heart. 
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Big  South  champs 
advance  to  first 
round  of  NCAA 
Tournament

Despite  enduring  many  peaks  and 
valleys  during  the  course  of  the 
season,  the  men's  basketball  team 
ended  the  year  in  a  position  where  no 
Buccaneer  squad  had  been  before  -  the 
NCAA  Tournament. 

CSU  came  together  when  it 
mattered  the  most,  overcoming  a  key 
injury  to  starting  point  guard  Errol 
McPherson  late  in  the  season  to  sweep 
through  the  Big  South  Tournament  in 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  earn  the 
conference's  automatic  bid  to  the  Big 
Dance.

The  first  round  loss 
to  perennial  national 
power  UCLA  in  the 
Midwest  Regional  at  the 
Palace  of  Auburn  Hills 
did  not  diminish  what 
turned  out  to  be  a  magical 
season  for  the  Bucs.  CSU 
became  a  well-known 
name  among  college 
basketball  fans  through- 
out the  country,  and  CBS 
came  to  Charleston  to  do 
a  feature  on  the  team  and 
senior  guard  Brett 
Larrick,  who  scored  32 
points  against  UCLA  and 
attracted  the  attention  of 
professional  scouts. 

On  the  surface  it 
appeared  that  the 
opportunity  to  win  the 
Big  South  and  advance  to 
the  NCAA  Tournament  was  lost  on 
February  1 5  when  McPherson  tore  the 
anterior  cruciate  ligament  in  his  left 
knee  at  home  against  Radford.  At  the 
time  of  his  injury,  McPherson  was 
third  in  the  Big  South  in  scoring  and 
second  in  assists,  and  the  Bucs  had 
won  six  in  a  row  to  up  their  record  to 
14-9. 

The  team  lost  three  in  a  row  to 
close  the  regular  season  after 
McPherson  was  lost,  but  head  coach 
Tom  Conrad  decided  to  insert  Adam 
Larrick,  Brett's  brother,  into  the 
starting  lineup,  and  the  younger 
Larrick  responded  by  turning  in  an 
impressive  performance  under  intense 
pressure  at  the  conference  tournament. 
Adam  Larrick  had  14  assists  and  only 
four  turnovers  to  help  the  Bucs  defeat, 
in  order,  Coastal  Carolina,  top-seeded 
UNC  Asheville  and  host  Liberty  to 
claim  their  fourth  Big  South  title  in  12 
seasons. 


McPherson  and  Brett  Larrick 
were  both  honored  by  the  Big  South  as 
first  team  all-conference  performers 
while  Larrick  was  also  named  to  the 
conference  all-academic  squad. 
Larrick  and  Rolando  Hourruitiner 
were  chosen  to  the  all-tournament 
team.  Freshman  Marlin  Parker  was 
selected  to  the  Big  South  all-rookie 
team. 

Statistically,  Larrick  and 
McPherson  etched  their  names 
permanently  in  the  CSU  record  book. 
Larrick  finished  his  stellar  career  as 
the  second  leading  scorer  in  school 
history  and  fourth  in  the  Big  South 
with  1,738  points.  McPherson  moved 
into  the  top  spot  on  the  school  assists 
chart  with  403.  Both  also  claimed 
spots  in  the  top  10  in  several  other 
categories. 

With  an  NCAA  Tournament 
appearance  under  their  belt,  the  next 
challenge  is  replacing  a  sextet  of 
seniors  who  have  been  a  vital  part  of 
the  squad  over  the  past  four  seasons. 
In  addition  to  Larrick,  McPherson  and 
Hourruitiner,  the  coaching  staff  will 
also  need  to  replace  senior  frontcourt 
players  Jeff  Daniels,  Winston  Gordon 
and  Mark  Roper.  These  six  combined 
to  play  in  619  career  games  with  335 
starts.

Lady  Bucs  celebrate  first  winning  season 
in  the  Big  South

The  Buccaneer  Club  has 
launched  its  most  ambitious 
goal  ever,  and  seeks  to  raise 
$133,000  to  benefit  athletes  and 
NCAA  sports  offered  at  Charles- 
ton Southern  University. 

To  accomplish  this  task  the 
university  has  reorganized  the  job 
responsibilities  of  the  Buc  Club 
director.  Bob  Trenor,  new  director 
of  development  for  athletics,  has 
been  assigned  fund  raising 
responsibilities  for  the  Buc  Club 
and  athletics.  The  change  was 
made  to  more  effectively  meet  the 
need  of  one  goal,  one  area  of 
responsibility  and  one  director. 

Trenor  has  served  as  the 
director  of  development  at  CSU 
since  June  of  1992.  A  graduate  of 
West  Virginia  University  with  a 
B.S.  in  economics,  Trenor  also 
has  an  M.A.  in  business  and 
management  from  Webster 
University. 

The  Buc  Club  solicits 
contributions  for  athletic 
scholarships  and  special  athletic 
needs  by  asking  individuals  to 
join  the  organization  at  a 
recognized  level.  Levels  range 
from  Jr.  Varsity  ($5  -  $49) 
through  Scholarship  (more  than 
$2,000),  and  membership  is  open 
to  anyone  wishing  to  support 
CSU  athletics. 

Fund  raising  events  include 
the  annual  Buc  Club  Golf 
Tournament,  held  each  spring 
with  proceeds  going  toward 
athletic  scholarships. 

This  year's  goal  of  $133,000 
is  set  in  conjunction  with  a 
membership  drive.  The  drive 
begins  in  June  and  will  run 
through  the  remainder  of  the  year. 


The  women's  basketball 
team  continued  to  improve 
under  head  coach  Fred  Francello, 
increasing  their  win  total  for  the  third 
straight  year  and  posting  their  first 
ever  winning  season  in  Big  South 
play. 

The  Lady  Bucs  won  12  games 
and  were  8-6  in  the  conference, 
earning  third  place  after  being  picked 
to  finish  last  in  the  preseason  polls. 
Along  the  way,  CSU  defeated  eventual 
Big  South  Tournament  champion 
Liberty  and  longtime  conference 
power  Radford  at  home  and  claimed 
third  place  in  the  Dial  Soap  Classic  in 
Auburn,  Alabama. 

Senior  forward  Jennifer 
Steadman  ended  her  career  as  one  of 
the  top  players  in  CSU  history. 
Steadman  became  the  school's  top 
career  rebounder  with  758  and 
finished  fourth  in  scoring  with  1,160 
points.  She  was  named  second  team 
All-Big  South  and  was  a  member  of 
the  conference  all-academic  team. 


Freshmen  played  a  key  role  in  the 
team's  success  this  season,  particu- 
larly center  Kate  Sanford  and  guard 
Joy  Taylor.  Sanford  finished  second  in 
the  Big  South  in  rebounding  with  a 
10.5  average  while  also  scoring  in 
double  figures  at  1 1.7  points  per 
contest.  Sanford  was  among  the 
national  leaders  in  rebounding  most  of 
the  season  and  was  named  to  the  Big 
South  all-rookie  team. 

Taylor  averaged  1 1 .0  points  a 
game,  including  34  in  a  76-73  win  at 
home  over  Radford  to  fall  two  shy  of 
tying  the  school  record  for  most  points 
in  a  game.  Senior  Wendy  Dieterlen 
was  the  fourth  Lady  Buc  to  score  in 
double  figures,  pumping  in  1 1.8 
points  a  contest  while  leading  the 
team  in  3-pointers  with  63. 

Francello  must  replace  three 
senior  starters  but  will  have  transfers 
Crystal  Carpenter  (Wake  Forest)  and 
Desrene  Lincoln  (George  Washington) 
to  bolster  what  should  be  an  even 
stronger  team  for  next  season.
